20. (PREVIOUSLY PRESENTED) The composition of Claim 17, wherein the antioxidant 
agent is coenzyme Qio. 

21. (PREVIOUSLY PRESENTED) The composition of Claim 17, wherein the antioxidant 
agent is vitamin E. 

22. (PREVIOUSLY PRESENTED) The composition of Claim 17, which is 2-ethoxy-3-{4- 
[2-(6-[(hydroxyimino)(phenyl)methyl]-2-oxo-l,3-benzothiazol-3(2//)- 
yl)ethoxy]phenyl} propanoic acid and coenzyme Qio. 

23. (PREVIOUSLY PRESENTED) The composition of Claim 17, which is 2-ethoxy-3-{4- 
[2-(6'[(hydroxyimino)(phenyl)methyl]-2-oxo-l,3-benzothiazol-3(2//)- 
yl)ethoxy]phenyl} propanoic acid and vitamin E. 
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24. (PREVIOUSLY PRESENTED) A method for treating a living animal body, including 
a human, afflicted with obesity, comprising the step of administering to the living 
animal body, including a human, an amount of a composition of Claim 17 which is 
effective for alleviation of obesity. 



(PREVIOUSLY PRESENTED) A method for treating a living animal body, including 
a human, afflicted with obesity caused by a therapeutic treatment, comprising the step 
of administering to the living animal body, including a human, an amount of a 
composition of Claim 17 which is effective for alleviation of obesity caused by a 
therapeutic treatment.

28. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) A method for treating a living animal body, including a 
human, afflicted with ob e sit>^ overweight characterised by a body mass index greater 
than 25 and less than 30 caused by a therapeutic treatment, comprising the step of 
25 administering to the living animal body, including a human, an amount of a 

composition of Claim 17 which is effective for alleviation of ob e sity overweight

29. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) A method for treating a living animal body, including a 
human, afflicted with ob e sity overweight characterised by a body mass index greater 
than 25 and less than 30 caused by treatment for type I or II, diabetes comprising the 
step of administering to the living animal body, including a human, an amount of a 
composition of Claim 17 which is effective for alleviation of ob e sity overweight 
characterised by a body mass index greater than 25 and less than 30 caused by 
treatment for type I or II diabetes. 
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
